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Where Are They Now? 


The Galileo Academy of Science and Technology has been gifted with some talented alumni, a lot of 
whom aren't well known. This month I thought it'd be nice to do a story on an ex-Galilean. She is a 
kind, intelligent, and multitalented woman who represents Galileo’s Class of 1944. Gloria Paris 
Panicucci was born in May, 1926 in San Francisco, California to Joseph and Ida Panicucci. Her 
parents were immigrants from Italy. She recalled her father as being a hardworking man who 
occasionally turned to alcohol in times of stress, while she described her mother as being a kind and 
compassionate woman who was a talented seamstress. “She would create my entire wardrobe for me,” 
Gloria said. “She would sometimes go over-the-top with eccentric designs and fabric, and that led to 
some of the meaner children bullying me.” Gloria enjoyed her years at Galileo High School though. 
She was a social butterfly who happened to be trilingual (she spoke English, Italian, and Spanish), so 
she had a lot of friends. 


Gloria was an outstanding student who studied the violin and piano. She was a marvelous singer too. 
After graduating from Galileo High School in June, 1944, Gloria left San Francisco and traveled across 
California for various gigs with The Euterpe String Quartet. She, along with fellow musicians Dodie 
Hansen and Carol Davis, formed a trio called The Bachelorettes, and they performed at numerous 
venues including hotels, diners, and cafes. They won critical acclaim, with a columnist for the Santa 
Rosa Republican calling it “one of the West’sqq smartest nightclub acts.” The group eventually 
pursued solo opportunities, so Gloria moved to San Rafael where she taught music to aspiring girls. 


It was April, 1950 when Gloria returned home to compete for the title of Miss San Francisco, an 
annual pageant that was a prerequisite for Miss America. She was coaxed into it by a representative 
from Christopher Dairy Farms, who sponsored her in exchange for modeling for their advertising 
campaigns. Gloria was one of nineteen contestants that included two ex-Galileans and actress Barbara 
Eden. She advanced to the finals, playing the violin at the Paramount Theater for thousands of 
spectators, and placed 8th. In 1954, she starred on The Chef Milani Show and Talent Parade on 
KCOP-TV where she would play the violin while Joseph Milani prepared meals. After hiring her, he 
told the press “If music aids digestion, it should certainly aid cooking.” This was Gloria’s most prolific 
gig of her career. When asked how she got discovered for the series, she said "A friend of mine in San 
Francisco suggested I play for him [Joseph Milani]. It was the best suggestion anyone ever gave me." 
On June 12, 1954, Walter Ames of the Los Angeles Times did a story on her. He called her one of the 
“bright young stars of the future.” 


As her career cooled, she moved to Salinas and continued teaching music. She married James Allen, 
and together they had a daughter named Fiorella. She later married Eduardo Perez, and left California 
for Massachusetts. She gave up the idea of stardom and focused on motherhood. In response to 
leaving Hollywood, she said “I had a fun time, but it is not as glamourous as people think. You run 
into a lot of questionable people, and you don’t get a lot of happiness from fame. I wouldn’t go back to 
it. 1am happy with my family, friends, and faith.” As she approaches her 96th birthday, Gloria 
remains active. She lives in San Diego, California and volunteers a lot at her church. She is a devout 
Jehovah’s Witness, often mentoring others at her congregation. She says that a secret to longevity is 
being positive, optimistic, and happy. I asked her whether she’s visited Galileo High School’s campus 
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since graduating. She said, “No, I haven’t. I don’t know why. It just hadn’t occurred to me. I have a lot 
of good memories of high school. I’d like to visit the campus someday.

There are over 300 members in the Sports Hall of 
Fame. The SHOF dinner induction ceremony usually takes place in the Fall. Hopefully there will 
be a dinner this year, depending on the coronavirus situation.

SPRING 2022 SCHOOL OPERATIONS UPDATE 





All San Francisco Unified School District schools are now open for full-time in person learning. 
Wearing masks inside the buildings is now optional; however, most students and staff continue to 
wear their masks. Just before the mask mandate was lifted every San Francisco School received 
thousands of surgical masks, along with hand sanitizers, wipes and home COVID test kits. We still 
need to be vigilant in practicing safe COVID precautions. 


ASB (Associated Student Body) 


ASB and the rest of the school were definitely hoping to be a little bit closer to normal this year but no 
amount of restrictions can keep us from coming together as a community after being apart for over a 
year and building up the Galileo school spirit! We are now seeing an increase in lunch time activities 
in the courtyard with activities such as Club Day and College and Career Information. Wellness 
sponsored Love Fest on Valentine’s Day and there were lots of fun games and information booths. 
Everyone seemed to enjoy being together again and the weather was so nice. 


JROTC 


JROTC is back and going strong after the many months away from school and performing. It is so 
nice to hear the Drum Corp practicing after school with the synchronization of the instruments, voices 
and steps! JROTC Teacher Chris Chisholm leads the students. 


We recently heard that JROTC was going to be ended at Galileo, Balboa and Mission, as these schools 
did not meet the requirements of at least 100 students and two full time JROTC instructors. The 
district was not in the position to fund the programs. It wasn’t too long before the Army stepped 
forward. Major General Davis, Commander of the US Army Cadette Command will oversee the 
JROTC program for the SFUSD high schools. The US Army will also fund the required two 
instructors for each school. Both the JROTC students and many other people from the school 
communities are happy that JROTC will remain at all schools. Burton High School has a program 
that is US Navy and it is not certain at this time if it will remain Navy or convert to Army. 
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GRADUATION 


Graduation for all of the SFUSD’s high schools will again be held at Kezar Stadium. Galileo’s 
graduation will be held on May 31, 2022 at 4:30pm in the afternoon. Students will wear the 
traditional purple caps and gowns and be able to choose whether to wear a mask or not wear a mask. 
The time allotted for the ceremony for all schools will be 90 minutes and then the stadium will be 
cleaned for the next school. Students will pick up their caps and gowns and other graduation regalia, 
such as sashes and medals, at school prior to the day of the ceremony. 


Senior Breakfast will be held on June 1, 2022, which is the last day of school and is a day of 
instruction for all students, including seniors. There is a good chance The Awards Ceremony for 
Seniors will also be held on June 1, 2022. Plans are still not finalized yet. Needless to say, the 
members of the Galileo Graduation Class of 2022 are happy these events will happen! 


ADVANCED PLACEMENT (AP) COURSES 


Currently there are approximately 31 sections of a variety of Advanced Placement Classes at Galileo, 
including English, History, Math, Science, Foreign Language and Art. Teachers who taught these 
classes were given an extra “Prep” period in their daily schedule to prepare for these advanced classes. 
Due to the school district’s budget shortages, the AP Prep Period will disappear for those teachers in 
all the schools. This will reduce the number of teachers needed at school sites as all high school 
teachers will have 5 class periods and 1 prep period, including those teachers with AP courses. 


INSTALLATION OF NEW SCHOOL BOARD MEMBERS 


On March 11, 2022 the three newly appointed San Francisco School Board Members were installed on 
Galileo’s Athletic Field by Mayor London Breed. Those attending the event included Dr. Vince 
Mathews, Superintendent of Schools, many San Francisco City Supervisors, and a large number of 
reporters and photographers.
